Quotations are nominally unalteied, but 
both values and quantities cover rather a 
wide range, The arrival of English 
wheats during the week have been oon< 
siderably smaller than those of last 
week, the figures bein» 3,389 grs., as 
againit 4,731 gro., and t tie entire impor- 
tation of breadstuff) into London also 
shows an important decline; neverthe- 
less, the trade is certainly weaker and 
prices are maintained solely by the com- 
parative amallness of the present ex- 
traneous supply, stacks being barely 
sufficient to meet current needs. 
Still 


there is no anxiety on the part of 
millers, who look confidently for lower 
rates. Of English flour 21,413 sacks 
only have come to hand during the 
week, and the best qualities have sold 
readily at Monday's rates; for inferior 
makes the trade has been slow at unal- 
tered values. 


The crade in foreign grain during the 


week has not shown great activity and 
has been entirely devoid of speculation. 
There have been but few cargoes of 
wheat off coast, and only one at port of 
call; but there is an increase in the 
quantity afloat, and of 1,400,000 grs. in 
the American visible supply, and ar- 
rivals have been prevented by the rough 
weather. 
Buyers, therefore, operate 


slowly and with great caution. Off 
stands the trade has been slow during 
the week, with restricted inquiry for all 
description* of foreign wheats except 
Australian white, which sold more 
readilv. 


The cargo trade has been 
quiet 


throughout and values have declined 
since Monday. 


Navigation at most Russian ports 


being nearly at an end for the season, 
and deliveries being small rates have 
realized an advance. 


In France in the provincial markets 


the supply of home-grown wheats has 
been rather more pleutiful during the 
week, and ut Paris on Wednesday millers 
tried to obtain 50 ceutimes reduction, 
but in few cases were successful. 


In Germany (Hamburg), the market 


for wheat has been quiet without any 
material alteration in value. Millers 
buy sl"wly for present needs only.
